Jamaat-ud-Dawa is 
headed by Hafiz Saeed, 
the founder of a militant 
group blamed for the 
2008 Mumbai attacks, 
who lives openly in 
Pakistan despite a 
$10million reward offered 
by the State Department. 


Anger as 
rail fare 

hike hits 
commuters 


TRANSPORT Secretary Chris Grayling has 
come under fire for being in Qatar as rail 
passengers are hit with the largest fare rise in 
five years. 

Mr Grayling is in the middle-east state to meet 
members of their government and business 
leaders. 

Shadow transport secretary Andy McDonald 
claimed the timing of the two-day visit “smacks 
of a man running scared” as the cost of train 
tickets rose by an average of 3.4 per cent. 

He went on: “Passengers and taxpayers 
deserve better than a failing Transport Secretary 
who refuses to defend his track record.” 

Mick Cash, general secretary of the Rail, 
Maritime and Transport 
union (RMT), said that 
passengers forking out 
more for train travel 
will “draw their own 
conclusions” from Mr 
Grayling’s decision to 
take a “trip to the 
Qatari sunshine”. 

The Department for 
Transport said in a 
statement that the 
visit is to “promote the 
UK overseas, support 
British jobs and 
strengthen the 

important relationship 
between the two 
countries”. 

It added: “This trip 
has been specifically 
arranged to take place 
outside of parliamentary 
time.

“The Secretary of 
State has repeatedly 
answered questions on 
this issue, ever since 
fare increases were 
first announced by the 
industry in August.” 

Many season tickets 
went up by more than 
£100 yesterday, 

including in Prime 
Minister Theresa 
May’s constituency of 
Maidenhead, where 
an annual pass to 
London rose by £104 to 
£3,092.

he was worried they would 
be stolen from his truck. 

But cops fear he could 
have shot DOZENS of 
innocent people from his 
hotel room had he not 
been stopped. 

It emerged that a week 
ago, Ziemba had been 
arrested for unlawfully 
carrying a weapon. 

A neighbour revealed 
that Ziemba had sat in his 
garage on Christmas Day 


night with the door open 
and music blaring, which 
was “unusual”. 

Six days later, he was at 
the Hyatt - raising concern 
about his real intentions. 

On October 1 last year, 
gunman Stephen Paddock 
opened fire on a crowd of 
concertgoers at the Route 
91 Harvest music festival 
on the famous Las Vegas 
Strip in Nevada. 

Fifty eight people died 
and 546 were injured.

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FORMER England footballer 
Trevor Sinclair has been 
ordered to do 150 hours’ 
community service for 
racialiy abusing a policeman 
after being arrested while 
twice over the limit. 

The 44-year-old TV pundit 
asked the officer if he was being 
arrested because he was black 
and accused the police of racism 
before urinating in a patrol car, 
JPs heard. 

Sinclair shouted racist slurs at 
cops as he was put in the back of a 
police van, and continued being 
racist after he was taken to cells at 
a police station. 

He pleaded guilty yesterday to 
drink-driving and a racially 
aggravated public order offence on 
November 12 last year. 

Nick Freeman, representing Sinclair, 
said the “catalyst” for his behaviour 
that night was being subjected to 
racism, in front of his family, while 
out having a meal hours earlier. 

Mr Ereeman said a woman had 
approached the father-of-four, 
patting him on the head and calling 
him a “little chocolate man”. 

Earlier, the prosecution had told 
Blackpool Magistrates’ Court that, 
at around 8.45pm on November 12 
last year, police were alerted to an 
incident at Sinclair’s home address 
but were told he had left in his 
Tesla car and that he may have 
been drinking. 

Patrols were out looking for him 
and found his car stopped in the 
middle of the road in Blackpool, 
after Sinclair had been in collision 
with a woman who was getting out 
of a taxi.

In a statement read to the court, 
PC Evans said: “I asked Mr Sinclair 
what had happened. It appeared to 
me he was drunk, unsteady on his 
feet and his eyes were glazed.” 

Sinclair was given a roadside 
breath test and was found to be 
twice over the drink-drive limit. 

He was cautioned and arrested 
and a secure van requested to the 
roadside - but then his behaviour 
changed, the court heard. 

PC Evans’ statement continued: 
“Before his arrest he was very 
calm, polite and courteous. 


Aggressive 


“He started asking if it was 
because he was black. Black people 
are under-represented in the 
police. He started getting more 
confrontational, he was getting 
more aggressive. I did not like the 
direction the conversation was 
going in - he was accusing me of 
being racist. 

“He began to become more 
agitated and aggressive.” 

During the search, the officer 
discovered Sinclair’s trousers were 
wet and that he had urinated while 
sitting in the police car. 

And when Sinclair was put in the 
back of the police van, he called the 
officer a “white c**t” as the van 
doors slammed. 

Sinclair, of Lytham, Lancashire, 
made further racist comments 
while in the back of the van and 
continued to be “obnoxious, aggressive 
and racist while being booked in”. 

PC Evans’ statement concluded: 
“Sinclair’s behaviour following his 


arrest was awful. I’m not a racist. 
His behaviour was extremely racist.” 

Mr Mowbray said the woman 
whom Sinclair appeared to have 
knocked over with his car suffered 
only minor injuries, might have 
been drinking herself and may 
have stepped into his path, so he 
was not prosecuted for any offence 
over that matter. 

The court heard that Sinclair did 
a lot of voluntary work with 
youngsters interested in football 
and was involved in anti-racism 
charity Show Racism The Red 
Card. 

Mr Ereeman said: “He’s totally 
appalled at his behaviour. He’s 
embarrassed, genuinely contrite 
and first and foremost would like 
to apologise to PC Evans. 

“He accepts police were not racist 
towards him.” 

He said the defendant had been 
out for a meal with his wife and 
family and then to a bar where the 
“little chocolate man” incident 
occurred. 

The court heard that Sinclair 
went home but was “angry” and 
decided to go out in his car. 

After his arrest, he was placed in 
the police car for 30 minutes where 
he apparently urinated, the court 
heard. 

Mr Ereeman continued: “He 
needed to use the bathroom and 
was unable to do so.” 

Sinclair was “shocked” that he 
was handcuffed as he was put in 
the police van and then gave a 
“running commentary of his 
perception of racism in this country”, 
Mr Ereeman said. 

He added: “He actually abhors 
racism and he’s been a member of 
a charity — it’s called Show Racism 
The Red Card. The purpose of the 


charity is to eradicate racism, not 
just in football. 

“The terrible paradox is, that 
increases the sense of frustration, 
embarrassment and contrition. 

“The real Mr Sinclair is someone 
who abhors racism. 

“His behaviour on this particular 
evening may well have a terminal 
effect on his TV career.” 

Sinclair, who played as a winger 
for Manchester City, West Ham 
and Blackpool and made 12 
appearances for England, has also 
been a pundit for BBC Sport. 

Scourge 

After he pleaded guilty, the 
prosecution dropped other charges 
including assault on a police of¬ 
ficer, failing to provide a specimen 
and criminal damage. 

District Judge Jeff Brailsford 
told Sinclair: “In a truly civilised 
society racism has absolutely no 
place whatsoever. You have worked 
long hours to try to eradicate what 
is a real scourge in society. 

“It’s also to enormous credit the 
work you do to try to get rid of 
racism. I’m confident, from all that 
I have heard, you are unlikely to be 
troubling the courts again.” 

Passing sentence, he ordered 
Sinclair to pay £500 compensation 
to PC Evans and handed him 150 
hours’ community service for each 
offence, to run concurrently. He 
also banned him from the road for 
20 months. 

Sinclair last night lost his job as 
a BBC football pundit after the 
case. 

A BBC spokesman said on 
Tuesday he worked for them on a 
freelance basis and they “currently 
had no scheduled plans” to use him 
again.

Pub regulars foil 

armed robber 


AN armed and 
masked raider was 
tackled to the ground 
by three customers 
after trying to hold up 
a pub. 

The would-be robber 
was held by regulars in 
the Speaker Connolly 
after threatening two 
members of staff and 
about a dozen drinkers 
around closing time on 
New Year’s Night. 

Pub manager Jason 
Doyle said: “We couldn’t 
have been more 
thankful for them. 

“Obviously we didn’t 
know at the time that 
the gun was imitation. 
We thought we were in 
serious trouble. But 
they showed no fear. 


And we’ve told them 
already that they’ll be 
looked after.” 

The brave customers, 
all believed to be in 
their 30s, have been 
regulars in the pub in 
the Firhouse area of 
Dublin on and off for 
the last few months. 

Uzi 

The hold-up bid 
began as one of the bar 
staff was pulling down 
the shutters of the pub 
at closing time, around 
midnight. 

He was approached 
by a lone raider wearing 
a balaclava and carrying 
what looked like an Uzi- 
type sub-machine gun. 

About a dozen people 


were still in the bar at 
the time. 

The raider marched 
the barman into the 
pub with the gun at his 
neck and ordered 
drinkers out of the front 
bar and into the lounge. 

He then went behind 
the counter and pointed 
the gun at Mr Doyle as 
he demanded the 
takings. 

An off-duty detective 
was also in the pub and 


called gardai while 
another member of 
staff had pressed a 
panic button. 

The raider was 
dis armed on the kitchen 
floor and restrained 
until police arrived on 
the scene a few minutes 
later. 

A man in his 30s was 
arrested at the pub and 
a suspected firearm 
was recovered, say 
cops. 


A VIOLENT and controlling serial killer has 
pleaded guilty to murdering his former 
girlfriend. 

Theodore Johnson, 64, admitted killing 
51-year-old mother-of-four and grandmother 
Angela Best by beating her with a claw hammer 
and throttling her with a dressing gown cord. 

After attacking her at his Islington, north London 
home he threw himself in front of an express train 
but survived. 

Garage worker Johnson had previously been 
convicted of killing his wife by throwing her off a 
balcony in 1981, and strangling another former 
partner in 1993. 


The wheelchair- 

bound defendant had 
pleaded guilty to the 
manslaughter of Ms 
Best and admitted her 
murder on the first day 
of his Old Bailey trial. 

Johnson killed Ms 
Best on December 15, 
2016 after their 
relationship broke down 
and she started seeing 
another man. 

Violence 

The couple had met 
around 1995 after the 
victim moved to London 
from Manchester with 
her children. 

It can now be reported 
that the defendant had 
a history of violence 
towards women, having 
been twice convicted of 
manslaughter before. 

In November 1981, he 
was convicted by a 
jury at Sheffield Crown 
Court of the manslaughter 
of his wife Yvonne 
Johnson. 

Following a violent 
argument, he hit the 
mother-of-two with a 
vase before pushing her

Mrs Laidlaw suffered 
multiple injuries in the 
crash at Walton, 
Liverpool, and died in 
hospital.

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Boy, 16, admits 
manslaughter of 
stabbed dad, 23 

A 16-YEAR-OLD boy 
has admitted the 
manslaughter of a 
father-of-one who died 
after being stabbed last 
summer. 

The youth, who 
cannot be named 
because of his age, will 
be sentenced later this 
month at Birmingham 
Crown Court after 
pleading guilty to the 
unlawful killing of Troy 
Paul (above). 

Mr Paul, 23, died 
after being stabbed in 
the Kingst^anding area 
of Birmingham in July 
last year. 

His killer admitted a 
charge of possessing an 
offensive weapon, 
namely a kitchen knife, 
on July 8 in 
Twickenham Road, 
Kingstanding. 

He also entered a not 
guilty plea to a charge 
of murder but admitted 
manslaughter on the 
same date. 

Prosecutor Michael 
Burrows QC told the 
court the not guilty 
plea to murder was 
accepted by the Crown. 

But Mr Burrows said 
the Crown disputed the 
causation of 
“significant injuries” 
suffered by the youth. 



Docs deliver boy 
after pregnant 
mum shot dead 

DOCTORS successfully 
delivered a baby boy 
whose mother had been 
fatally shot, police in Ohio 
said. 

Officers said the 
pregnant woman was shot 
on Monday night at a 
home a few miles west of 
central Columbus. 

A man was also 
seriously wounded in the 
incident. 

The baby boy is in 
hospital in a critical 
condition. 

Sergeant Jeff Strayer 
revealed that the 
murdered woman was 
about 35 weeks pregnant. 

Police said it appears 
the shooting occurred 
during a robbery at the 
home shortly before 
midnight. 

Investigators have not 
released any names.

Paramedic 
'kill plot to 
sell bodies’ 

AN ambulanceman 
has been arrested on 
suspicion of murdering 
patients and then 
selling their bodies to 
the mafia. 

Davide Garofalo, 42, 
from Sicily, is alleged 
to have killed at least 
three people injecting 
air into patients’ veins, 
and possibly up to 50. 

In what has been 
dubbed the “ambulance 
of death” investigation, 
Mr Garofalo is accused 
of killing them by 
triggering an embolism 
— the obstruction of an 
artery, usually with an 
air bubble or blood clot. 

Police are now 
analysing around 50 
suspicious deaths that 
took place in the town 
of Biancavilla near 
Catania in eastern 
Sicily over four years. 

They are working on 
the theory that the 
stretcher bearer may 
have been working in 
co-operation with a 
local Cosa Nostra clan, 
the Sicilian mafia. 

They think Mr 
Garofalo, a father of 
three, sent the dead 
patients to funeral 
businesses with links 
to organised crime, for 
which he was paid 300 
euros a corpse. 

His alleged victims 
were all reportedly 
terminally ill and the 
ambulance was taking 
them from the hospital 
to their homes so they 
could die in peace with 
their loved ones. 

Another three 
alleged accomplices are 
being investigated by 
police. 



Drunkard must be

He said it was time 
to retire to “bring an 
end to this disruption 
which has enveloped 
the Ballet”. 

Board chairman 
Charles Scharf said: 
“The board takes 
seriously the 
allegations that have 
been made against him 
and we expect the 
independent 
investigation of those 
allegations to be 
completed soon.”

Claus was reported to 
have kicked one officer 
in the leg and racially 
harassed another. 

Prosecutor John 
Upton said: The officers 
attempted to take her to 
a police car. 

“At this stage she 
tried to walk away. 
PC Hopper took hold 


of her left arm and 
PC Haslan her right. 
She pushed her arms 
away and resisted. 

“She kicked PC 
Hopper in the leg and 
yelled you Paki c**t’ at 
least twice.” 

When a woman 
spotted Claus engaging 
in sexual behaviour in 
the middle of the street 


and began remonstrating 
with her, Claus stood up 
and threatened to punch 
her. 

Mr Upton said: “She 
was reported to be being 
fingered by a man. 

“When Ms Claus was 
searched at the scene 
by the police, she had 
done her jeans up 
but her knickers were 


found in her handbag.” 

Defence barrister 
Timothy Leete told the 
court how Claus had 
become addicted to 
inhaling butane gas 
and was struggling to 
come to terms with her 
mother’s suicide.

A SEX scientist has 
discovered that the 
best orgasms happen 
when you give them 
to YOURSELF.

The Scot may need surgery on the injury that has kept 
him off the court since Wimbledon. With the Aussie Open 
less than two weeks away, that would obviously mean he 
misses out. 

Murray has already been forced to cry off from the 
Brisbane International as he’s still in too much pain to 
play properly. 

Now the 30-year-old 
admits he may have to go 
under the knife which 
would mean a couple of 
months off.

The Frenchman was fum¬ 
ing with Mike Dean for 
giving West Brom a last-min¬ 
ute penalty against Arsenal. 

Calum Chambers was 
judged to have handled the 
ball but he was very close to 
the incident and it looked a 
harsh one. 

Jay Rodriguez stroked the 
ball past Petr Cech to deny 
the Gunners two valuable 
points. Wenger was already

likely to face an inquiry after 
calling it an “imaginary pen¬ 
alty” on the telly. 

He also implied that offi¬ 
cials have got it in for Arsenal 
and keep giving them poor 
decisions. 

Wenger added: “I think the 
referee has not even seen it. 
I am angry because we have 
seen the same things again.” 

He had already had cross 
words with Dean on the pitch 
but it appears to have carried 
on afterwards. 

An FA statement said: “It 
is alleged his language and/ 
or behaviour in the match of¬ 


ficials’ changing room after 
the game was abusive and/or 
improper anchor questioned 
the integrity of the match 
referee.” 

Wenger has until Friday to 
respond to the charge. 


In the meantime, there’s 
the little matter of a crunch 
London derby with Chelsea 
at the Emirates. 

It is tight at the top where 
five teams are fighting for 
the three Champions League 
positions behind Manchester 
City. 

Arsenal look the most vul¬ 
nerable of the quintet after 


patchy results over Christ¬ 
mas and New Year. There is 
a bit more spice in the mix 
with the Gunners said to be 
interested in Chelsea central 
defender David Luiz. 

The 30-year-old has been 
left out in the cold by Blues 
boss Antonio Conte for a 
month now and there seems 
little chance of the Brazilian 
winning a first-team place 
back. 

In World Cup year, he 
doesn’t want to be sat on the 
bench and would jump at a 
move across the capital. 

But Wenger has poured 
cold water on the reports. 

He said: “I do not want to 














speak about any special name 
but these reports are wrong. 

“We are open in any posi¬ 
tion for the exceptional player 
who can give us a plus, there¬ 
fore of course it depends a 
little bit on the injuries as 
well.

“On the other hand, I must 
say it depends on extending 
the contracts of the players 
who are at the end of their 
contracts in June. We will 
have to take the consequences 
of these decisions and re¬ 
spond to it.” 

Conte says Luiz will only be 
allowed to leave if a replace¬ 


ment is signed — and he’s not 
actively looking for one. 

He said: “Our squad is not 
big. For this reason I think 
it’s impossible to send on loan 
one player or to sell one 
player, if we don’t take an¬ 
other player.” 

Wenger could do with Luiz 
tonight as key defender Lau¬ 
rent Koscielny is out. And he 
isn’t the only one. 

The Frenchman said: “At 
the moment our injury list is 
quite long, because we lost 
Kolasinac in the West Brom 
game and Koscielny. 

“We had already Monreal, 
Giroud, Ramsey, Ozil out. 
Who will be available against 


Chelsea? The two who have a 
little chance are Ozil, who 
might have a test before the 
game — but he hasn’t been 
out at all since Crystal Pal¬ 
ace, so I don’t know. 

“With Koscielny, the medi¬ 
cal staff were pessimistic 
about him. 

“It is the achilles again, it 
has flared up. Yesterday the 
signs were not too encourag¬ 
ing. He is 30 per cent 
available, 70 per cent not. 

“Nacho is still out, he 
should be a couple of weeks. 
Ramsey looks as though he is 
the same. 

“He could target Chelsea in 
the League Cup.”

JOSE Mourinho is refusing to rule out a big- 
money buy this month.
